The eternal verities must be realities to 
them: the Heaven where the Heavenly Father would re- 
ward His children éternally for faithful service rendered; 
the hell which must become the habitation of all immortal 
souls who were wholly unworthy of reward. The laws of 
‘God, which are also laws dictated by nature itself, must be 
definitely sensed in order to be conscientiously obeyed. 

The child must know so definitely what is morally right 
and morally wrong that it will not be pulled along in the 
same current with those who, because of lack of religious 
instruction, are directed solely by expediency. 

THE MOST UNSELFISH INSTITUTION IN 
THE WORLD. 


There is nowhere in the United States, or in the world,,. 
an institution so much dissociated from private interest and 
unselfishness as the parochial school. It brings no financial 
returns to the parish which promotes it, nor to the people 
who contribute to its maintenance. On the other hand, its 
operation costs a very considerable amount of money, and 
saps the energy of the clergyman who must finance it. 

It is motivated solely by the good it can do to the indi- 
vidual and for the cause of Almighty God. Its instructors 
engage in their work without any thought of remuneration, 
their thought being only to lay the foundation for beautiful, 
virtuous, Christian lives. Evidently nothing can conduce 
more to the well-being of society, to the formation of good 
citizenship, to the cultivation of genuine patriotism. 

The Declaration of Independence in its very Preamble 
calls the attention of the American people to the inalienable 
rights, which, not only the government must respect, but 
which the people themselves must assert. Now, foremost 
among inalienable rights is the right of the child to learn 
about its Maker, its destiny, the means conducive thereto, 
and to the guidance of experts. 

It is to meet the demand on the part of God, the duty 
of the Church, the call of society, the temporal and eternal 
welfare of the individual, that Catholics make enormous 
sacrifices of money and lives to maintain a very efficient 
private school system, a system whose educational standards 
and curriculum relative to secular subjects are on a par 
with those of the State. Hence, the knowledge of the higher 
things, the cultivation of the heart and of the conscience are 
superadded to rather than substituted for any important 
branch of instruction. 
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THE MORE LEARNED.

@ measure,’ compelling all children 
from 7 to 16 years of age to attend 
the State schools, was pasesd. True, 
it was declared unconstitutional by 
the United States Supreme Court, but 
if this movement gains further head- 
way, it may create a sentiment which 
will be instrumental in effecting an 
amendment to the constitution, mak- 
ing such legislation possible. And why 
not face the facts? There is as much 
possibility of such an amendment as 
there was of passing the Eighteenth 
Amendment when it was first pro- 
posed. 

Additional urge is given to the 
above consideration by the recent ac- 
tion of the Supreme Council of Scot- 


tion, in their convention at Washing- 
ton on October 26, 1926, in adopting 
a resolution pledging themselves to 
continue the war on the parochial 
and private schools by continued 
sponsorship of the defeated Oregon 
measure. The resolution contains the 
following words: 

“We are therefore justified in con- 
tinuing to assert and maintain our 
belief in the value of the compulsory 
requirement of attendance of all chil- 
dren upon the public schools.” 

“Its unanimous adoption may be 
considered indicative of the prevail- 
ing sentiment among the quarter mil- 
lion Scottish Rite Masons 
Southern Jurisdiction,” 
ment given to the press.

No less an American than President ' 
Harding has warned us against the’ 
dangers inherent in the nationalist 
philosophy. In his Plymouth speech, 
the President said: ‘We must combat 
the menace in the growing assumption 
that the State must support the peo- 
ple, for just government is merely 
the guarantee to the people of the 
right and opportunity to support 
themselves. The one outstanding dan- 
ger of today is the tendency to turn to 
Washington for the things which are 
the tasks or the duties of the forty- 
eight Commonwealths which consti- 
tute the State.’” 

In the third place, the leaders of 
our nation, from Washington to Cool- 
idge, as well as the greatest statesmen 
of our country, have all gloried in 
our freedom of education as the un- 
mistakable.mark of our true democ-} 
racy.

This-sentiment is inscribed under his 
effigy in order that it might thus be 
kept eternally before the eyes of the 
American people: “Of all the disposi- 
tions and habits which lead to politi- 
eal prosperity, Religion and Morality 
are indispensable supports. In vain 
would that man claim the tribute of 
patriotism who should labor to sub- 
vert these great pillars of human hap- 
piness, these firmest props of the 
duties of men and citizens. The mere 
politician, equally with the pious man, 
ought to respect and cherish them. . . 
Reason and experience both forbid us 
to expect that national morality can 
prevail in exclusion of religious prin- 
ciple. It is substantially true that 
virtue or morality is a necessary) 
spring of popular government.” 
Significant of the. spirit in which the 
Constitution was framed and adopt- 
ed is the conviction voiced by Thomas 
Jefferson in 1804. The occasion that 
provoked it was a proposal to close 
a school in New Orleans taught by 
the Ursuline nuns, at the time of the 
transference of the Louisiana terri- 
tory to the United States. In oppos- 
ing that proposition Jefferson uttered 
these memorable words: | 
“In speaking for the freedom of 
education I speak as one whose @le- 
mentary and secondary education was 
received in the public schools; as one 
who yields to no one in his devotion 
to free elementary education; as one 
who frankly recognizes and freely as- 
serts the right and duty on the part 
of the State to fix minimum standards 
of education for its future citizens.

The feeling 
that the universe ‘remains an enigma 
to us is, properly spéaking, the relig- 
ious sentiment tnderstood in its 
broadest sense, and the diagrams of 
Science furnish no authorization for 
ithe assertion that there is any opposi-
